Presidency Lies Between 
Guy Gundaker, of Phila- 
delphia, and the Rev. E.

When at a “wee sma’” hour tomor- 
row morning the band plays “Auld 
Lang Syne” in conclusion of the presi- 
dent’s inaugural pall at the Audito- 
rium-Armory, the most epochal conven- 
tion in the history’of International Ro- 
tary will be concluded. 

This is the final day. International 
executives will be elected and other 
important business transacted. The in- 
auguration ceremonies which will pre- 
cede the inaugural ball in the Audito- 
rium are designed to furnish the most 
spectacular event of the Atlanta gath- 
ering. 

The presidency lies between the Rev. 
E. Leslie Pidgeon, minister and first 
vice president of Integnational Rotary. 
occupant of a Winnipeg pulpit, whosc 
name was placed in nomination by the 
Cedar Rapids club Wednesday, 
and Guy Gundaker, of Philadelphia, sec- 
ond vice president of the international 
order, whose candidacy was promoted 
by the Jersey City club.

In addition to the presidential can- 
didates, the following nominations were 
made Wednesday for the other inter-

Included in the important resolutions 
adopted at Wednesday’s session was @ 
document calling on every Rotarian t 
exert his utmost effort in sacrifice and 
service to aid America to victory in the 
war. Rotary’s plans for war aid have 
distinguished the present convention be- 
yond all other annual gatherings. 

Address of General Weed. 

The big feature of Wednesday 
afternoon's session in the Baptist 
Tabernacle was the stirring ad- 
dress by Major General Leonard 5S. 
Wood, U. 8S. A., on the subject of “The 
Army and What It Means to the Ameri- 
can Nation.” 

Tumultuous acclaim greeted his 
words when the eminent soldier 
told of the colossal efforts being 
made throughout the nation in prepa- 
ration of the army of millions to be 
gent abroad where America’s fighting 
would be done instead of at our own 
doorsteps. A rousing spirit of patriot- 
ism was shown all during his address, 

The session early Wednesday resolv- 
ed itself into a patriotic demonstration 
with ringing speeches by many men 
now figures in the world war and a 
wide diversity of patriotic surprises 
staged by representations from Rotary 
branches of all parts of the country. 

After the audience had been stirred 
to a high pitch by the ringing descrip- 
tions by General Wood of the forma- 
tion of an immense army, Farwell Wal- 
ton, a veteran of seventy, who served 
against the south in the Maine infan- 
try; Hugh H. Colquitt, an infantryman 
in the Second Georgia battalion, and 
Oo. A. Janes, a union veteran of Gettys- 
®urg and Vicksburg, where he lost an 
arm fighting in the First Michigan in- 
fantry, told of their loyalty to the Stars 
and Stripes, and of the brotherly spirit 
between the fighters of north and south 
which has replaced the bitterness of the 
“sixties.” 

Burten Speaks in Afternecn. 

The address of Pomeroy Burton, the 
noted English journalist, and aide to 
Lord Northcliffe, was an event of great 
interest. It was the second speech of 
the day delivered by the English nota- 
bie, his first address having been made 
during the morning in the place of 
Charles M. Schwab, of New York, who 
was unable to attend the convention be- 
cause of illness. 

The paramount importance of Red 
Cross work in the present war, and the 
task facing the United States were 
the two main issues stressed py Mr. 
Burton in his second address.

WATER PROVIDED 
FOR CANTONMENT 


City Council Will.Meet To- 
| day to Vote $197,500 for 
Construction of Necessary 
Water Mains. : 


General council, at a called meeting 
this afternoon, will authorize the ex- 
penditure of $197,500 for the construc- 
tion of a 16-inch water main from the 
city to Silver Lake to supply the army 
cantonment with 2,600,000 gallons of 
water per.day, as demanded by the war 
department. 

At a joint meeting of the finance 
committee of council, the water board, 
the public safety committee from the 
chamber of commerce, Mayor Candler 
and W. Zode Smith, superintendent of 
waterworks, in Mayor Candler’s office, 
Wednesday, a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted recommending to coun- 
cil that authority ‘tbe granted at once 
for the expenditure of the necessary 
funds. 

Mayor Candler at once issued a call 
for a special meeting of council for 3 
o'clock this afternoon to consider the 
resolution, which is now being drafted 
in legal form by City Attorney James 
L. Mayson, under the direction of Alder- 
man Charlie Kelley, chairman of the 
finance committee. “ 

No Fight Is Expected. 

It is not expected that any one will 
make a fight on the resolution, as it 
fulfills a patriotic demand on the part 
of the government. The money is nec- 
essary for the city of Atlanta to come 
up to its guarantees to the war depart- 
ment for placing a cantonment camp 
here. 

Councilman J. R. Nutting, of the 
Sixth ward; of the finance committee, 
explained that the city would lose no 


money by the expenditure of the $197,-| 


500, due to water rents that would be

The gov- 
ernment figures that the war will last 
several years. So it is apparent that 
in a short time the city will be repaid 
in water rents.” 

Estimate of Co 

Superintendent Smith hds estimates 
of the cost of construction as follows: 
Cost of pipe, $119,000; cost of labor, 
62,000: incidentals, $16,500; total, 
197,500, 

The water main will be approxi- 
mately 50,000 feet long. It will be run 
from the Hemphill avenue pumping 


the cantonment camp, where it will be 
re-pumped in order to give sufficient 
pressure at the ntonment. The 
water main pipe material will be fur- 
nished by the government at a stand- 
ard price, and the entire construction 
will be subject to government approval. 
The line will run out Peachtree road. 

“We are ready to begin work at 
once,” said Superintendent Smith. “All 
we are waiting for is for council to 
pass up the necessary money.” 

The city’s treasury, it is proposed, will 
be reimbursed for the $197,500 by a 
speciai tax levy of % of 1 cent on 
each $100 of taxable property. Coun- 
cil authorized Mayor Candler to se- 
cure authority from the general assem- 
bly, which convenes June 27, to make a 
special tax levy to meet the war emer- 
gencies brought *on by the establish- 
ment of a cantonment camp here. This 
special levy ~ ‘ll net the city $230,000.

GERMANS DRIVEN 
FROM POSITIONS 
ON ARRAS FRONT 


Gen. Haig’s Forces Regain 

Important Ground Which 
They Recently Lost—Ca- 
nadians Gain Near Lens.

New York, June 20,—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—On the fighting fronts in France 
the Britishe forces of Field Marshal 
Haig have recaptured important posi- 
tions from the Germans east of Arras, 
while the Germans in the Champagne 
region have gained a foothold in French 
first line trenches. 

The British gain was made east of 
Monchy-le-Preux, where Monday the 
Germans under cover of a violent bom- 
bardment drove back the British and 
occupied their trenches. Between the 
Ailette river and Moulin de Laffaux 
the Germans, in a. strong attack, in 
which huge effectives were used, cap- 
tured a section of a trench held by the 
French. The attack was delivered over 
a front of about two-thirds of a mile 
and followed a violent bombardment of 
the French line. 

Near Lens the Canadians, in an as- 
sault on a position held by the Ger- 
mans which was barring the way to the 
coal city, routed out the defenders and 
captured the trenches and incorporated 
them into ‘the British Hnes. ‘The Ger- 
mans, in vicious attacks, endeavored 
to regain the lost terrain, but were 
beaten off. 

In the Austro-Italian theater th-| 


Italians on the Asiago plateau, south- 
east of Trentino, are again developing 
the offensive which last week gave 
them considerable territory, but. which 
was stopped by. weather. conditions. suet 


formidable positions on the plateau and 
the capture of more than a thousand 
officers and men, besides inflicting 
heavy casualties on the Austrians, who 
strenuously resisted the advance. 

The expected general engagement 
along the Macedonian front has not yet 
developed, but on various sectors, nota- 
bly in the Cerna bend and north of 
Monastir, the artillery activity has 
again increased.

Canadian Army Headquarters in 
20.—Canadian troops to- 
day captured a nest of German 
trenches at the foot of Reservoir Hill 
and have made the entente approach 
to Lens less difficult.

The nest was regarded by the Can- 
adians as the chief place of German 
shelter between their own front and 


Lens. It lies north of the Souches 
river.

TTT YEAR ENDE 


Baccalaureate Address De- 
livered by Senator Hoke 
Smith—Degrees Conferred 
on General Leonard Wood 
and Lucian L. Knight. 


Athens, Ga., June 20.—Senator Hoke 
Smith made the baccalaureate address 


before the graduating class of the uni- 
versity today, reviewing the progress 
of the country in recent years to the 
crisis of today, during which every 
means at the command of the govern- 
ment was employed to avoid war and 
its suffering and sacrifices, but without 
being able to escape them. He defended 
the congress, and particularly the sen- 
ate, against the charge that it had been 
slow and had obstructed legislation, de- 
claring that the legislative branch had 
been in reality but the better support- 
ers of the president from the very fact 
that it had not passed in a day every 
measure which came from the adminis- 
tration, but had perfected these meas- 
ures and made them safe and strong 
before putting them into law. 

He said he was not one to believe that 
every suggestion from the executive 
should be immediately made into law— 
but that it was the duty of the law- 
makers to safeguard the country from 
goin anything foolish or rash. He 

eplored the war. he devoutly wished 
for an early peace, he was sorry that 
even any German mother should be be- 
reft of her son, and certainly that any 
American mother should be called to 
make the sacrifice; but he said that 
the American people will do their duty 
and will do it loyally and well. 

General Weed Speaks. 

General Leonard Wood, present to re- 
ceive his degree of LL.D., was request- 
ed 4 4 the chancellor ta speak a word, 
and he did so, after receiving an Oova- 
tion lasting several minutes. He urg- 
ed preparation of the highest type for 
the armies of the land who are to go 
out—trained and disciplined bodies and 
strong and stalwart souls.

Washington, June 20.—G@vernment 
pools of coal production and distribu- 
tion and of rail and water transporta- 
tion were recommended to congress 
today by the federal trade commission 
as:the only means of avoiding a disas- 
trous coal shortage next winter. 

“The commission believes,” says the 
report, submitted after many months 
of investigation ordered by congress, 
“that the coal industry is paralyzing 
the industries of the country, and that 
the coal industry itself is paralyzed 
by the failure of transportatipn. There 
are enough coal cars in the country, but 
not enough ere delivered to the mines 
and these cars not moved to the point 
of consumption with the greatest of 
expedition nor are they promptly dis- 


charged. 
Recommendations by Commission. 


In ‘view of these conditions, the com- 


mission recommends: 

“First, that the production and dis- 
tribution of coal and coke be conducted 
through a pool in the hands of a gov- 
ernment agency; that the producers of 
various grades of fuel be paid their full 
cost of production plus a uniform prof- 
it per ton (with due allowance for 
quality of product and efficiency of 
service); and, 

‘Second, that the transportation agen- 
cies of the United States, both rail and 
water, be similarly pooled and operated 
on government account, under the di- 
rection of the president, and that all 
such means of transportation be oper- 
ated as a unit, the owning corporations 
being pajd a just and fair compensation 
which would cover normal net profit, 
inkeep and betterments,” 

These recommendations are approved 
by Commissioners Davies, Celver and 
Fort. Chairman Harris dissents on the 
plan for transportation pool, except as 
a last resort, and suggests instead ‘‘that 
during the war the president be author- 
ized to order rail and water transpor- 
tation agencies to give preference to 
shipment of coal, coke and other com- 
modities in the order of their impor- 
tance to the public welfare.” 

An urgent necessity exists for imme- 
diate legislation to correct conditions 
says the report, because the us 
spring and summer accumulation of 
coal stocks at points distant from pro- 
ducing districts “is not now taking 
place, but it must be made during what 
remains of the summer unless the coun- 
try is to face next winter most se- 
rious and an irreparable sityvation.” 

Present production of bituminous, or 
“soft” coal is 40 per cent under the 
possible maximum, principally because 
of coal car shortage, the report de- 
clares. Consequently the extra large 
production of anthracite this spring, 
one-fourth greater than usual, has been 
diverted to industrial markets ordi- 
narily filled by bituminous coal and 
coke. Anthracite mines have been 
given ample car supply, the commission 
observes, i « reason of the close cor- 
porate relation between rail transpor- 
tation and anthracite production.” 
Bituminous mines, however, are com- 
pelled by the car shortage to operate 
only part time and many miners are 
going into other work. 

Contributing factors in the disor- 
ganization of coal] transportation ape 
the high barge rates from New York 
and Newport News to Boston, and the 
practice of lake ships to make trips 
to the northwest in water ballast rath- 
er than carry coal. 


The Proposed Remedy. 


Discussing the proposed remedy, the 
commission says: 


“If the producer at each mine were 
paid hig full cost of production with al- 
lowances for depletion, maintenance, 
upkeep and al] the usual items, and to 
this were added a fixed and uniform 
net profit per ton, with due regard to 
quality, the coal thus produced at wide- 
ly varying costs, if pooled, could be sold 
through the government at an average 
and uniform price, quality considered, 
which would be entirely intolerable to 
the consuming public, and a price much 
lower than could be fixed if an effort 
were made to fix a uniform price to the 
purchaser. It would seem that steady 
«amployment, fair compensation to labor 
and capital, equitable distribution and 
stable prices could be secured. 

‘The railroads of the country, if op- 
erated as a unit on government ac- 
count, could be used to transport coal 
and other broducts ms the most direas

With an expert to manage the treatment, 
it is never too late to mend weakened or 
partially paralyzed muscles by the aid of 
muscle training. This applies not alone to 
the modern after-treatment of infantile 
paralysis, but also to paralytic or paretic 
(weakened) muscles from various other 
causes. In one instance an imerevseeers of 
125 per cent in a muscle was observed after 
six weeks of skilful muscle training, thirty- 
six years after the primary attack of 
paralysis.

ANSWER—There is no harm in taking hot 
water or cold water mornings, and some peo- 
ple find that it acts as a mild laxative. Per- 
oxide is harmless for bleaching the teeth. 
Never eat unless you are hungry: always 
skip a meal ff you have no appetite for it. 
Thousands of inteHigent so-called human 
befnes eat themselves into early graves, but 
rarely indeed does anybody yoluntarily 
starve to death. 

Must Have Been Tough Soap. 

In your department a few weeks ago you 
suggested the use of plain soap as a dentri- 
fice. I recall the case of a friend: who lost 
most of the enamel from his teeth by using 
soap to brush them. How often can soap be 
safely applied on the toothbrush? (A. J. W.) 

ANSWER—Your friend must have used a 
tough brand of soap. All tooth pastes are 
chiefly soap. About once a day in my opin- 
ion is often enough for anyone with a nor- 
mal mouth to brush the teeth. Soap good 
enough for the face and hands is good enough 
for the teeth. :

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BURTON IN ADDRESS — 
AT LUNCHEON TALKS 
OF GRAVITY OF OUTLOOK 


A solemn message dealing with the grav- 
ity of the outlook for America and her al- 
lies who are now battling Germany, was de- 
livered yesterday by Pomerory Burton, as- 
sistant editor of The London Daily Mail, to 
a group of representative Atlantans and 
southern Rotarians gathered at a luncheon 
tendered to Mr. Burton at the Capital City 
club by Alfred C. Newell, whose guest Mr. 
Burton is during his stay In the city. 

Although the luncheon had been planned 
as one of the social: features of Mr. Burton’s 
visit to the city, the earnest and forceful 
warning contained in Mr. Burton’s brief ad- 
dress to those present stirred his hearers to 
such a degree that, as they arose one by one 
to speak, their words shaped themselves into 
answering messages to be taken back to the 
people of Great Britain—messages that Geor- 
gia and the south, particularly of all Ameri- 
ca descended from England, was ready to put 
its wealth and its manhood freely into the 
struggle for liberty. 

Mr. Burton’s talk, a synopsis of his speech 
later on before the Rotary convention, is re- 
ported in another column of today’s Consti- 
tution. It was permeated with the grim 
determination which is still England’s, al- 
though her resources in money and wealth 
have been drained by the war, and impressed 
upon those present that upon America must 
now fall the chief burden of the great con- 
flict which England and France are now 
too exhausted to longer carry. |

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Mies Grace Parker, of New York city, com- 
mandant of the National League for Wom- 
an’s Service, spent yesterday in Atlanta in 
‘conference with the women leaders of the 
league in Georgia. She met with the state 
chairmen at a meeting at 9:30 o’clock at St. 
Later a musical recital 
was given at the church in her honor, pa- 


| triotic music the theme and at 11 o'clock she 
1 addressed several hundred of Atlanta’s well- 


known women on the subject of “Prepared- 
nése and Woman's Part in It.” 

Miss Parker spent last fall and the early 
winter in England, where she made a survey 


of the work in war relief which has been 


done and is being done in England and 
France. She visited the hospitals in both 
countries, and the large munitions. plants 
and industrial institutions where women are 
how employed in ‘positions formerly occupied 
by men and studied tthe various depart- 
ments of work which are being carried on 
principally by women. 
Urges Avoidance of Errors. 

She heard of the errors made in the first 
relief work in France and England when the 
war began, and urged upon the women of 
Georgia in common with those of the nation 
to be guided by the experiences of their sia- 
ters in the war zone, and to organize for 
work now before they are called upon in the 
actual emergency. 

She spoke of the necessity for trained 
volunteer workers, and then the classing of 
these workers where their talents and in- 
clinations would make them the most valu- 
able in’ the service they offered. 

Among the departments of service for 
‘which she stressed the necessity for organi- 
zation was that in which provision would 
have to be made for the unemployed women. 
For illustration, she stated that when the war 
was declared in England as many as forty 
thousand women were thrown out of work 
in what is known as the “luxury trades.” 
For these women work had to be found that 
they should not become objects of charity. 
Many had to be trained for other avocations, 
and to this end the volunteer workers of Eng- 
land among the women have done a won- 
derful work. 

Miss Parker apprehended that in the con- 
tinuance of the war and in the call of men 
to arms in this country there would be the 
necessity for women to train to take the 
Places of men. 


Describes Welfare Work. 
Miss Parker was especially interesting in 
her explanation of the work the league pro- 
poses to do under the head of social service 


| have. 


welfare work through which wholesome and 
normal and, at the same time, satisfying 
recreations and amusements are planned for 
the mobilization centers such as Atlanta will 


It will not require one organization 
to do the work, but many organizations in 
concentrated effort and under authorizéd di- 
rection, and she urged that work to this end 
commence among Atianta women at once. She 
explained that the theory of the work must 
be constructive, and that interests and recre- 
ations must be provided before any reforma- 
tive work could be successfully done, fn case 
such work was needed. 

Miss Barker described the necessity for 
trained workers in the canteen work, which 
has to be done in the vicinity of mobilisation 
camps, and how these workers should be 
ready to réspond to a call at any moment 
though months might elapse between the 
calls. : 

Not merély money and the willingness to 
give was necessary, she stressed, in canteen 
work and the work coming under social serv- 
ice, but women must be willing to learn what 
their duties are and then perform them faith- 
fully. 

She discussed relief work from many 
angles, and was inspiring in her appreciation 
of the spiritual bases which must be estab- 
lished before women can accomplish their 
best work. The present service of women, 
she said, was not coming out from the 
churches to the women, but she said the 
spirit being taken by the women into the 
churches, and she saw there a moment of a 
great rallying force which would go farther 
than anything else in strengthening and il- 
luminating the service of women.

Miss Parker was entertained by forty ladies 
at the Druid Hills club at luncheon, these 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. William H.

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60 OFFER SERVICES TO FIFTH 
ON FIRST DAY OF CAMPAIGN 


Approximately sixty applicants offered 
their services to the Fifth Georgia infantry 


‘yesterday as the result of. the first day of 


the whirlwind campaign which is being con- 
ducted by the Atlanta regiment for the pur- 
pose of recruiting to full war strength. 
About twenty of these had been examined 
and accepted last night. Extra medical of- 
ficers will be detailed to the armory recruit- 
ing station today to handle the large num- 
ber of applicants expected as the result of 
yesterday's recruiting efforts. 

The recruiting campaign of the Fifth was 
begun yesterday with a showing of energy 
that promises to secure the full number of 
700 recruits in the next seven days. Public 
sentiment was aroused to a high pitch by the 
recruiting parades, led by the Fifth Georgia 
band and made prominent by the huge sign 
bearing the injunction: “Fall in, Atlanta 
Men—Join Your Own Regiment.” ) 


Georgia Unit Wanted. 


The entire recruiting campaign of the At- 
lanta organization is based on the idea that 
Atlanta should send to the front a full fight- 
ing unit and that Georgia men will be hap- 
pier and better cared for as a solid unit 
from their home state. 

The recruiting squads of the Fifth are not 
to be mistaken for men enforcing the con- 
script law. A soldier who calls at a house 
is presenting an invitation to become a vol- 
unteer in Atlanta’s regiment now instead of 
waiting for the selective draft. In prac- 
tically all places the recruiting squads were 
met with enthusiasm Wednesday and many 
eligible men who heard their argument went 
at once to the armory and enlisted. 

Plans for an energetic publicity campaign 


in connection with the recruiting move- 
ment are being put into shape by the offi- 
cers’ committee of the Fifth. Parades, band 
concerts, vaudeville acts, quartet features in 
the moving picture houses by Fifth infantry 


} quartets, stump speaking on the streets and 


other features will be prominent in the cam- 
paign. The band will parade each after- 
noon at 2 o’clock and 6 o’clock, and the re- 
treat ceremony will be held at Five Points 
each afternoon after the parade. 

Civilians Meet Tonight. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the campaign will be the meeting tonight 
of civilians whp are disqualif from active 
service and are eager to give\ their services 
to their country in some manner. Several 
hundred such men have signified their in- 
tention of attending the meeting in the 
armory drill hall tonight at 8 o’clock. These 
will be asked to use their influence in se- 
curing eligible recruits and spreading the 
sentiment of civic pride and patriotism 
which is being stressed by the Atlanta regi- 
ment in this campaign. 

The Fifth Georgia Sponsors’ association, 
composed of prominent women and girls of 
Atlanta who will look after the comforts and 
interests of members of the Atlanta organi- 
zation when it is ordered to foreign service, 
has offered its services to the regiment dur- 
ing the campaign. Committees of the as- 
sociation will urge young men of the city to 
offer their services to Atlanta’s Own Regi- 
ment. The interest demonstrated in the reg- 
iment by these women is demonstrative of 


the feeling Atlanta holds for its own regi-. 


ment, and indicates the attention members 
of the regiment may expect to receive when 
the regiment is in foreign land. 


MURPHY AND ARKWRIGHT WILL LEAD 
RED CROSS CAMPAIGN IN ATLANTA 


John E. Murphy and Preston Arkwright 
were yesterday named to lead the forces in 
Atlanta's campaign to provide $250,000 as its 
part of the $100,000,000 reqnested of the Amer- 
ican people by President Wilson for Red 
Cross war relief work. 

Three hundred men and women will en- 
gage in the soliciting to be started Monday 
morning and to end Saturday night. The 
men will be divided into 20 teams of 10 
—each to be led by a captain. The women 
will probably work as one unit and will not 
begin activities until Friday morning. At 
noon of each day next week the entire. solic- 
iting force will be guests of the Red Cross at 
luncheon in one of Atlanta’s hotels. 

Messrs. Murphy and Arkwright are to lead 
separate divisions, and will compete with 
each other for the honor of getting the larger 
share of Atlanta’s apportionment. They will 
be “tolonels” of their divisions. Colonel Mur- 
phy Will lead the Red division; Colonel Ark- 
wright the Blue. The woman’s division will 
be the White.

state banks and trust companies who are not 
now members join the federal reserve sys- 
tem.” : 

The federal reserve banking act and the 
recent amendments to the act, giving greater 
advantages to state banks, were thoroughly 
discussed by the bankers’ section, and they

Need of Greater Enlistment 
Shown by Georgia’s Drop 


ROTARIAN HONORED ] 


From Fourth to Thirteenth 
Place in Union. | 


Driving steadily for recruits in the 
local army recruiting station is bring- 
ing results. Wednesday morning Cap- 
tain Heidt received a letter from a man 
in a small Georgia town, of not quite 
1,000 inhabitants, with the names of 24 
men who want to join the army. All 
the men are from this town and want 
to offer their services immediately. 

This is just one of the results of the 
great campaign Captain Heidt and the 
local recruiting officers are making for 
Georgia’s quota of troops by June 30.

But 
since that time, for some unknown rea- 
son, she has dropped down to about 
thirteenth in the number of recruits by 
states. 

“I firmly believe that the people of 

gia are beginning to see what is 
ahead of them and are waking up to 
the fact that men must be supplied to 
crush the German menace. Georgia 
boys are beginning to subject their

U. S. IS PREPARING 
TO LESSEN DANGER 
FROM SUBMARINES 


“The United States government is 
devising means by which the subma- 
rine evil will be greatly lessened, but it 
will not be by any marvelous inven- 
tion, as has been rumored broadcast, 
but rtf hard, consistent effort, and com- 
bination of fighting forces,” was the 
statement of Arthur L Doremus, visit- 
ing Rotarian, oepeg at the ‘Ansley 
hotel with the New York delegation, 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Doremus is in a position to know 
what he is saying about overcoming 
the submarine evil. Besides being first 
vice president of the New York Ro- 
tary club and chairman of the public 
affairs committee of New York, which 
“daddied”’ the “Save New York” move- 
ment, Mr. Doremus is one of a group 
of men who are manufacturing for the 
war department practically all the wire- 
less outfits and electrical motors, dyna- 
mos and devices to be used in connec- 
tion with wireless outfits for aero- 
planes, submarines, army trucks and 
ocean vessels. He is vice president of 
the Crochek-Wheeler Motor company. 
The principal factory is at Ampere, 
New Jersey. 

‘IT do not want to give the impres- 
sion that the submarine is going to be 
overcome by any marvelous invention 
as has been rumored,” he said. “But by 
the combined use of the aeroplane, the 
torpedo chaser and the instrument that 
tells of the presence of a submarine by 
wave reflection the submarine will be 
overcome, The aeroplanes will be 
equipped with wireless and when a 
submarine is sighted a oall for help 
will bring other aeroplanes. They will 
gather and hover over the undersea 
craft like sea-hawks, dropping bombs 
by the score that are timed to explode 
underneath the water at the depth at 
which the submarine may be floating. 
The torpedo chasers are high-speeded 
and shallow bottomed, in order that a 
torpedo will go under them and they 
cannot be sunk by a submarine. They 
will chase the submarine in swarms. 

“The instrument that registers the 
presence of a submarine by reflections 
upon it caused by the movements of 
the submersible, while far from per- 
fected, is doing some good at the pres- 
ent time, and is rapidly being per- 
fected.”

It is Well for every citizen, man and

General Wood on the Red Cross. Here 
are some vital sentences: 

“The Red Cross is the big brother of 
the medical services. The army and 


navy cannot get along without it.- 
Without it a warring nation is almost 


helpless for the reason that a nation 
in time of war is unable to provide 
an adequate medical organization with- 
out civilian aid. 


“In no war have there ever been: 


enough nurses and surgeons. As no 
chain is stronger than its weakest 
link, so no army is stronger than its

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Gore and Borah Attack Bill. 

Senators Gore, Reed and Vardaman, 
democrats, continued as the principal 
critics of the bill. They were joined 
by Senator Borah, republican, who 
questioned the measure’s constitution- 
ality and aid it was “full of glitter- 
ing generalities,” which would “be- 
wilder the business world and paralyze 
initiative of the country.” He advocat- 
ed, however, regulation of speculation 
and governmental purchasing of food 
supplies. 

Senator Gore insisted that the Dill 
would force farmers’ prices down, cause 
famine next year from under-produc- 
tion and would cause a loss this year 
of $750,000,000 to wheat and corn pro- 
ducers, 

In the house Representative Meeker, 
of Missouri, republican, assailed the 
bill and questioned the ability of Mr. 
Hoover, the food administrator, while 
Representative Lenroot, of Wisconsin, 
republican, opposed the broad powers 
the measure would confer upon the ex- 
ecutive, 

Among many amendments proposed 
was one by Mr. Lenroot limiting its 
operation to the war period instead of 
to one year after the war. Represen- 
tative Lever agreed to such an amend- 
ment. Senator Kenyon proposed sen- 
ate amendments which would remove 
all possibility of seizure of food in 
the hands of agricultural producers, or 
institution of rationing or limitation 
of individual meals. 

Senate opponents of the bill are con- 
ferring informally toward agreement 
upon amendments which they contend 
are necessary to prevent interference 
with legitimate business. 

Criticisms of Mr. Hoover drew a 
speech in his defense from Represen- 
tative Kahn, of California, republican, 
who paid a tribute to his work in Bel- 
gium. 

Kenyon and Vardaman Clash. 


Under the bill Senator Kenyon said 
he believed the president could take 
over factories, such as packing houses. 
Senator Brandee suggested to make 
such commandeering' efficient com- 
mandering of workmen in such fac- 
tories also should be provided for. 

Senator Vardaman said he would 
rather support Mr. Hoover’s idea to 
have the co-operation of the housewives 
voluntarily in the campaign for food 
economy rather than to issue some gov- 
ernmental edict. 

“I would rather the president tell 

me what I can have to eat rather than 
have Germany overrun the country, 
interjected Senator Myers. 
. “I suppose that remark is directed at 
me,” replied Senator Vardaman. “I do 
not have to defend my patriotism and I 
have no fear of any kaiser, German or 
otherwise, holding sway over this coun- 
try.
